Uncle Sam is getting tough 

with companies that discrimi­ 
nate against prospective em­ 
ployes because of age. A fed­ 
eral law is now in effect that 
prohibits arbitrary age-based 
rejections or restrictions by 
employers, employment agen­ 
cies, and labor unions. 

The law, called the Age 
Discrimination Act of 1967, 
came about as a result of a 
survey conducted by the La­ 
bor Department for Congress 
in 1965. The survey showed 
that "hundreds of thousands" 
of Americans between the 
ages of 40 and 65 were out of 
work because management 
felt they were over the hill. 

The report pointed out that 
many of these people do find 
ther jobs but not without

ederal
long and hard searching. And 
their job choices are narrow 
and many of them must ac­ 
cept lower wages to get jobs, 
the survey found. 

• • * 
PRINCIPAL targets of the 

Labor Department right now 
are companies that maintain 
a policy of never hiring any­ 
one over 45. The law has 
singled out other targets, too. 
Last week the law applied to 
companies that have 50 or 
more employes. Starting June 
30 it applies to those com­ 
panies with 25 or more. 

Here are some of the 
provision of the new law: 

It is illegal for a company 
to fire or refuse to hire an 
individual solely because ol 
age. 

Employment agences are

not allowed to refuse to refer 
applicants to job openings be­ 
cause of age. 

In most cases want ads are 
not allowed to specify age 
preferences. 

Labor unions may not ex­ 
clude or expel individuals 
from membership on the 
basis of age.

ON PAPER, at least, the 

nation's economy is soaring. 
Americans are now using 

536 pounds of paper a year 
per capita, and by 1975, in­ 
dustry sources feel, consump­ 
tion will be up to 660 pounds.

Omark Industries that is said 
to do the work of an eight- 
man crew working with hand 
saws. Equipped with a hy- 
draulically -powered boom 
that covers a 40 -foot -wide 
area, th.- harvester cuts *own

trees up to 16 inches thick, 
delimbs them, cuts the trunk 
into precise lengths and neat­ 
ly stacks the logs! And all 
under the control of a single 
operator working in a clima- 
tixedcab. 

With this and other equip­ 
ment being developed, the in­ 
dustry hopes to boost produc­ 
tion to 67.7 million cords of 
pulpwood in 1970 and 88.5 
million in 1980, the amounts 
paper mills are expected to 
be demanding.
